ITS GENIN' UGLY

Carroll Gardens is the latest community that wants to restrict the 
size of “ugly” new buildings. 

Coming on the heels of “downzoning” legislation in several neighboring 
areas, the Carroll Garden Neighborhood Association this week called for a 
50-foot cap on the height of new residential development — the height of a 
typical five-story residence. 

“There is nothing we can do about the new ugly buildings that are going 
up,” said Gardens homeowner Mary Mattner. “Tighter zoning rules would 
give us a tool in the fight.” 

Proponents of new height restrictions point to an ultramodern, six-story 
condominium at 11 Second Place as an example of the kind of out-of-scale 
development that is currently permitted by law. Residents of the mostly 
low-rise neighborhood near the building, which is at the comer of Henry 
Street, call it “the glass thumb” — as in sore thumb. 

Carroll Gardens stretches from Douglass to Huntington streets and from

Film aims to solve mystery 


of Park Slope plane crash

It was the worst airplane crash in his- 
tory, and now it’s going to be a movie. 

A Staten-Island filmmaker announced 
last week that he intends to memorialize 
the famed-but-forgotten Dec. 16, 1960 
midair crash between an Idlewild-bound 
United jet and a TWA Super Constellation 
that sent human and plane parts hurtling 
onto Park Slope’s busy Seventh Avenue. 

The planes crashed in bad weather over 
Staten Island — or did they? 

“There’s a lot we don’t know about that 
crash,” said D.J. Donnelly, a newcomer to 
filmmaking, but not a newcomer to con- 
spiratorial thoughts about an accident that 
killed 128 passengers and six people on the 
ground. 

“My movie will show that family mem- 
bers of the dead were not told the cause of the 
crash,” he said. “I can’t tell you what it is, but 
I promise it will be in the film. Why did all 
the government oversight boards make differ- 
ent findings? Just so families could not sue 
the airlines. The government can say whatev- 
er it wants, but that’s just the official story. My 
film will tell the real cause of the crash. But 
that’s all I can say about that right now.”

Hmmm. 

Donnelly said that his interest in the 
crash was practically bred into him. He 
was born on Staten Island three days be- 
fore the collision and many of his family 
members witnessed what was then the 
worst aviation disaster in history. 

Left unresolved is who will play Stephen 
Baltz, the 11-year-old who was the crash’s 
only survivor. He was found in a snow bank 
by stunned locals and brought to Methodist 
Hospital, where he died the next day. 

The hospital still has a poignant memo- 
rial to Baltz, which features the actual 
coins that he had in his pocket. 

Donnelly hopes his movie will serve the 
same purpose. “These people must not he 
forgotten,” he said. 

For the longest time, the crash was an 
unforgetteable fact on the ground at Sev- 
enth Avenue and Sterling Street. Only last 
year did construction finally begin on two 
long-stalled apartment buildings to replace 
structures destroyed in the crash. 

Many people believed the site is jinxed. 

Donnelly may be, too. He claims that 
two networks are interested in funding the 
project, and he claims that filming will be- 
gin in June — although neither claim could 
be verified.

Norman finally locked up, briefly 


I N THE END, Clarence Nor- 
man’s fall was anti-climactic. 
The former head of the Brook- 
lyn Democratic machine and 11- 
term Assemblyman — sentenced 
Wednesday to 2-to-6 years in jail for 
several campaign finance violations 
— simply got up from his defense 
table and walked, unhandcuffed, to 
a holding area to await being spmng 
hours later for his appeal. 

People in my line of work wait 
years for a day like Wednesday — a 
day when a corrupt politician trades 
in his charcoal gray suit for some- 
thing in a less-flattering blaze orange. 

With remorseless machine pols 
like Norman, you want to hear the jail 
cell slam tight like in a Hollywood 
prison movie. You want to see every 
member of his family breaking down 
in tears while the judge bangs his 
gavel to punctuate a lengthy sentence. 
You want to see a halo-like glow ap- 
pear over the head of the prosecutor 
as he waxes poetic about the sanctity 
of the office that the pol has betrayed. 

But on Wednesday, something was 
missing. Indeed, to cite a catchphrase 
popular when Norman was first elect- 
ed in the 1980s, where was the beef? 
Earlier this year, a jury found that

Norman had solicited a campaign 
contribution from a lobbyist above 
the legal limit and then tried to hide it. 
And this fall, a second jury found that 
Norman had pocketed a check for 
$5,000 that had been made out to his 
campaign fund rather than to him. 

Both convictions came as part of 
a wide-ranging investigation by 
Brooklyn District Attorney Charles 
Hynes into whether judgeships were 
“sold” in exchange for hiring or 
paying off Norman cronies. 

If true, it’s horrendous. But Hynes 
hasn’t made that case yet, although 
the investigation continues. The best 
he could do Wednesday was to trot 
out prosecutor Michael Vecchione, 
the chief of his rackets division, who 
called Norman “a smarmy and dis- 
honest politician.” 

Vecchione’s heart may have been 
in it, but his oratory never reached the 
level of a good courtroom drama 

‘T truly believe it’s a sad day ... one 
of the saddest days in the history of 
this county,” Vecchione said, clearly

forgetting 9/11, the day the Dodgers 
moved away or the Battle of Long Is- 
land. He called Norman “someone 
whom everyone in Brooklyn could be 
proud of ... promising reform and not 
politics as usual. But we have seen him 
travel the road from being a favorite son 
to a smarmy and dishonest politician.” 
Vecchione asked Judge Martin 
Marcus for a long sentence, citing the 
ongoing investigation with which 


Norman is not cooperating. But the 
judge refused to tack on a few years 
merely on Vecchione’s word that 
Norman is “at the heart” of an alleged 
judicial scandal. 

For his part, Norman made a half- 
hearted apology to his family. And he 
also finally admitted that he had be- 
trayed his constituents — but not be- 
cause of his conviction, mind you, but 
because they no longer benefit from 
his “23 years of seniority, power and 
influence.” It will take his replace- 
ment, Karim Camara, “years to deliv- 
er for this district,” Norman said. 

And Norman’s lawyer, Ed Rappa- 
port, spoke at length about how his 
client was convicted of a “non-vio- 
lent, victimless crime,” as if that ab- 
solved him of the need to sit in jail for 
a few years. 

H E ASKED FOR community 
service rather than hard time, 
slamming Vecchione for de- 
manding a five-year sentence. 

“I have been involved in cases of 
murder, sodomy, rapes, but for a 
first offender whose crime is not vi- 
olent, it would be unheard of to ask 
for five years,” he said. “I truly don’t 
understand what [prosecutors] are 
trying to do. The punishment has to 


fit the ct 

Let the record show that Rappaport 
did not suggest tar and feathering or 
running Norman out of town on a raft 
— the true punishments that fit these 

Even Judge Marcus’s sounded 
bored when he finally pronounced 
sentence on Norman. “He well knew 
the law and was obliged to observe it, 
but he willfully, knowing violated it,” 
said Marcus. “The mechanisms by 
which he did so were devious and 
manipulative. And his explanation 
that it was sloppiness, not guile, is un- 
convincing and shameful.” 

Marcus hit Norman with 1-3 years 
for each conviction and ordered him 
to pay $420 in court surcharges and 
crime victims’ compensation fees. 

This last request seemed for a mo- 
ment to be more onerous to Norman 
than the jail time. When it was hand- 
ed down, the former Brooklyn king- 
maker turned to his long-suffering 
family in the courtroom and made a 
face that indicated he didn’t have that 
kind of money on him. 

One member of the family pulled 
out a checkbook, but Norman had al- 
ready been removed to the holding 
pen before she had to write the check.

Elevator slashing 
is caught on video

A knife-wielding thug slashed a 
man riding the elevator in the Liv- 
ingston Street building that is home 
to landlord-tenant court and private 
businesses, on Jan. 6, police said. 

The 37-year-old victim had been chat- 
ting with a witness, age 49, inside the lob- 
by of the office building. When he 
stepped into the elevator, the stranger got 
on, too, and pulled a razor blade. 

“I got you, I got you,” the stranger said 
before slashing the victim on the side of the 
head, according to police. 

Security cameras captured the entire at- 
tack, said police, who are searching for a 
black man who wore a multi-colored base- 
ball hat, a black overcoat and white sneak- 
ers the day of the slashing. 

Tourist robbed 

A thief snatched the purse — stuffed with 
cash and a passport — of an Italian woman 
using a computer at the YWCA on Jan. 3, 
police said. 

The 44-year-old woman, who took a 
room in the facility at Atlantic and Third av- 
enues during her city visit, said she hung the 
bag from her chair when she sat down to 
surf the web at 10:20 am. But when she 
reached for the purse at 11:40 am, it was 
gone, police said. 

The victim said the pocketbook held her 
Italian passport, various credit and bank cards, 
a $500 Voda cellphone and $350 in U.S. cash. 

Purse withdrawn 

A thief used a cane to pull a woman’s 
pocketbook through the security gate cover- 
ing an Atlantic Avenue lobby on Jan. 5, po- 
lice said. 

The 45-year-old victim left her bag in the 
hallway of the building, near Third Avenue, 
where she lives and works around 3:30 pm. 
The metal gate was down, but that didn’t 
stop the thief. Police said the man used a sil- 
ver cane with a wooden handle to free the 
bag and pull it onto street before he bolted 
down Atlantic Avenue. 

The purse held $160, credit cards, a So- 
cial Security card, a selection of make-up 
and a $250 gift certificate for Sephora, the 
high-end cosmetics company, police said. 
The victim described the thief as a bald 
black man, 5-foot-10 and 170 pounds, be- 
tween 35 and 40 years old, last seen wear- 
ing a blue ski jacket. 

Bond Street burglary 

Time to rob the donut shop — and the 
right time it was. 

Police said a thief broke into a Bond 
Street coffee and donut franchise sometime 
after 8 pm on Jan. 4. When a worker arrived 
to open the store early the next morning, he 
noticed that the front gate had been pried 
open and $800 was missing from the cash 


The burglar may have known the right 
time to strike, but he didn’t know about the 
cameras. Police said the franchise is under 
video surveillance 24-hours a day.

In fact, leaving her Chevrolet in a 
garage on Livingston Street, near Bond 
Street, cost one woman nearly $5,000 on 
Dec. 30, police said.

When she re- 
turned at 9:20 pm, someone had busted 
open a back window and removed the fol- 
lowing items from inside: $2,000 in cash, a 
bag of clothes worth $2,600, an Xbox game, 
and an $85 bottle of perfume, police said. 

Van robbed 

It took just moments for robbers to re- 
move power tools, walkie-talkies and a 
camera — valued at roughly $2,000 togeth- 
er — from a van parked on Joralemon

Police said the 34-year-old driver, from 
New Jersey, left the van in front of a build- 
ing near Court Street at 8 am and dashed in- 
side. When he returned a few minutes later, 
the back window was broken and the tools 
and other items were gone. 

The stolen items included a nail gun, recip- 
rocating saw, an 18-volt battery and charger, a 
40-piece socket set, a pair of Motorola walkie- 
talkies, a Sony digital camera and $500 in 
miscellaneous hand tools, police said 

Bound, robbed 

Call them the holiday visitors from hell. 

Thieves bound a Columbia Street couple 
with duct tape and Christmas lights and 
stole jewelry and personal items worth 
nearly $2,000 from their home on Dec. 29, 
police said. 

The victims heard a knock around 5:45 
pm on the door of their apartment, in a build- 
ing near West Ninth Street. Outside, the 31- 
year-old man found two strangers armed 
with a silver pistol, police said. 

The thieves pushed their way into the 
couple’s home, smacking the man on the 
left side of his head as a greeting.

Crime 
is down

Continuing a citywide trend that 
stretches back at least a dozen years, 
Brooklyn enjoyed a decrease in violent 
crime in 2005. 

There were 21 fewer murders in Brook- 
lyn last year — 211 homicides compared 
with the 232 in 2004, statistics show. 

Here is the crime picture in Downtown 
area precincts: 

76th Precinct 

The precinct that includes Carroll Gar- 
dens, Cobble Hill and Red Hook continues 
to have some of the lowest crime rates in 
Brooklyn. Police recorded eight more car 
thefts last year, for a total of 119, but figures 
in other crime categories declined or held 
steady. There was only one murder last year, 
down from four in 2004. Overall, reports of 
violent crime fell nearly 2 percent between 
2004 and 2005, police statistics show. 

84th Precinct 

The neighborhoods near Brooklyn 
Heights and DUMBO have maintained a 
stellar homicide rate for the past two years: 
zero murders for three years running. Over- 
all, violent crime reports dropped 2.8 per- 
cent from 2004 to last year. But rape reports 
doubled, from five in 2004 to 10 last year, 
and car thefts rose 17 percent. Offsetting 
these jumps was a decline in burglary re- 
ports of 12.5 percent. The last murder in 
the 84th Precinct was in 2001. 

88th Precinct 

In the Fort Greene area, violent crime re- 
ports fell 1.6 percent. But that number 
masked an 80-percent decline in murders, 
from five homicides in 2004 to one last 
year, and a drop in rape reports from 1 1 to 
seven. Auto thefts also fell by 11 percent 
and burglaries rose 15 percent, statistics 
show. — Lilo J. Stainton 


his 28-year-old girlfriend and then wrapped 
duct tape around the man’s arms and legs, 
according to police. 

With their victims restrained, the robbers 
ransacked the apartment, helping them- 
selves to over a half-dozen items from sev- 
eral rooms, police said. The thieves pocket- 
ed a pair of cellphones, a silver watch, a 
$1,200 gold chain and other items. Police 
said the total haul was valued at $1,839. 

The couple described the attackers as 
black men, both around six feet tall. The 
man with the gun — a silver revolver — 
was wearing a black ski cap, blue jeans and 
a black overcoat that day. The second thug 
was dressed, but the victims did not recall 
the fashion details. 

Just say no 

It was the drugs that made them do it. 

Two thugs armed with a pistol and a shot- 
gun robbed a methadone clinic on Van Dyke 
Street before dawn on Jan. 1 , police said. 

At 5:35 am, the thieves burst into the rehab 
facility, near the comer of Van Brunt Street, 
blathering something about people “selling 
drugs” on the streets outside, according to 
witnesses and police. The robbers smacked a 
security guard in the head and forced him to 
open a safe in the office. They snatched the 
cash inside — the amount was not released 
by cops — and ran from the clinic. 

Police are searching for two black men, 
both roughly six feet tall and between ages 
35 and 40. The thief with the revolver 
weighed 275 pounds and chose a black 
overcoat the morning of the heist, police 
said. The man sporting the shotgun dressed 
in a dark, hooded sweatshirt, witnesses said, 
and weighed 310 pounds. 

Strike five 

Three security cameras, one guard and a 
host of experience were not enough to pre- 
vent burglars from snatching $2,600 in 
power tools from a construction project on 
Van Dyke Street, police said. 

Robbers broke into the building, a ware- 
house near Ferris Street being renovated as 
housing, sometime between 5 pm on Jan. 3 
and 9 am the next day, police said. This 
marks the fifth such burglary in recent 
months. Police noted that, despite the secu- 
rity cameras and the guard who was “sup- 
posedly on duty,” the building does not have 
an alarm system or insurance. 

This time, the robbers stole more than a 
dozen items, according to a 50-year-old 
man who owns one of the units. The stolen 
goods included drills, saws, screw guns, a 
belt sander, a Bosch hammer drill and a 
Sawzall, among other tools, police said. 

Tools, bike taken 

A burglar broke into a Union Street base- 
ment and backyard tool shed early on Jan. 2, 
police said. 

The 47-year-old resident discovered the 
basement door of his building, near Smith 
Street, was ajar at 10:15 am. Someone had 
snatched a $600 mountain bike from the 
cellar and also removed a number of power 
tools valued at $700 from a shed out back, 
police said. 

Another tenant in the building said she 
heard a noise from the basement that morn- 
ing, but didn’t see anything unusual. 

Early-bird burglar 

Someone snatched $800 from a closed 
Court Street eatery early on Jan. 5, police said. 

The thief busted through the front door 
window at the casual Southwestern-style cafe, 
near Warren Street, sometime between mid- 
night and 1:50 am. Once inside, the robber 
grabbed $500 from a cash register drawer and 
another $300 stashed elsewhere, and fled. 

A 30-year-old worker discovered the 
break-in and called police around 2 am. He 
said the burglar made no attempt to sample 
any of the restaurant’s Tex-Mex specialties, 
American comfort food, or their famous 
margaritas, made with freshly-squeezed 
juice and any of 50 tequila varieties.

Continuing a citywide trend that stretches back at least a dozen 
years, Brooklyn enjoyed a decrease in violent crime in 2005. 

There were 21 fewer murders in Brooklyn last year — 211 homi- 
cides compared with 232 in 2004, statistics show. 

Here is the crime picture in your local precinct or precincts: 

72nd Precinct 

Sunset Park saw more murders in 2005 than the year before, sta- 
tistics show. The precinct logged six homicides, up one from 2004. 
Felony assault also rose more than 12 percent between 2004 and 
2005. But overall, violent crime fell 5.7 percent in the 72nd Precinct, 
beating the borough average by more than a point. 

Among the more violent precincts in Brooklyn South, the 72nd 
has also seen a significant drop in crime over the years. The neigh- 
borhood had two dozen murders in 1990, 11 in 1995, 7 in 1998 and 
6 in 2001. Overall, reports of violent crime dropped over 15 percent 
since 2001 and over 60 percent since 1993. 

78th Precinct 

Violent crime from Park Slope — and Prospect Park itself — 
dropped more than 2.3 percent. But the details present a more com- 
plex picture. The homicide rate held steady, with three murders in 
2004 and 2005. Burglary reports fell by more than two-thirds, but 
grand larcenies jumped 17 percent and rape reports rose from six in 
2004 to seven last year. 

Looking back, violent crime reports have declined more than 
two-thirds in the past dozen years, 16 percent since 2001 and 3.5 
percent since 2003. Minders, though, haven’t fallen steadily. There 
were five homicides reported in 1990, three in 1995, one in 1998, 
and then back up to three in 2004 and 2005, statistics show.

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City: Church ain't a cabaret

Lawyers trying to oust a Chris- 
tian congregation that rents space 
in a Carroll Gardens building that 
was long ago converted from a 
church to condominium apart- 
ments used a novel legal approach 
last week in their bid to evict the 
holy renter: claiming that the 
church is a cabaret because it uses 
live music in its prayer services. 

Sovereign Grace City Church has 
leased space in the 19th-century Ro- 
manesque building at 360 Court St. 
since the spring. In October, the con- 


do’s board began eviction proceedings. 

At the latest court hearing on Jan. 5, 
the condo board argued that the church 
is violating the condominium bylaws 
because it makes a racket with live mu- 
sic on quiet Sunday mornings. 

“They absolutely don’t have the 
right to play live music there,” said 
Randall Lazzaro, the board’s attorney. 

He showed Justice Diana Johnson a 
picture downloaded from the church’s 
Web site that showed a member of the 
congregation playing the guitar. He 
called it evidence that “live entertain- 
ment” is taking place. 

But Jean Miele, who owns the space 
which he sublets to the congregation, 
argued that the bylaws protect the use 


of live music during worship. 

“There is a difference between 
Muzak in a doctor’s office, piano in a 
house or in a cabaret or music in live 
worship,” said Miele. 

His lawyer, Domenick Napoletano, 
added, “From what [Lazzaro] is saying, 
he could be evicted from the building 
for singing along to the radio in his of- 

The church seems to have city law 

“The definition given for the church 
does not seem to fall into the definition 
of a cabaret,” said Dina Improta, 
spokeswoman for the city Department 
of Consumer Affairs. 

Improta said the chief distinction be- 


tween churches and dance clubs is that 
churches do not charge admission. 

The former church building, at Court 
and President streets, was converted to 
residential condos in the 1980s. 

Twenty six of its 30 units are resi- 
dential, while three serve as profession- 
al offices. 

The remaining unit is the church. 

One divinity student said he could 
understand why residents would not 
want a church in their former church 
building. 

“Sometimes a minister needs to 
preach loud,” said Alyson Dame, a stu- 
dent at Harvard Divinity School. 

Judge Johnson will issue a verdict 
within 60 days. 


DA Hynes caught cooking 
the books in new city audit

District Attorney Charles 
Hynes is apparently a good 
boss, but a lousy accountant, 
according to an audit of his 
office by city Comptroller 
Bill Thompson. 

The audit showed that one- 
third of Hynes’s 534-person, 
non-prosecutor office staff re- 
ceives salaries that far exceed 
city maximums — for a total 
cost over-run of $1 .4 million. 

The 178 overpaid employ- 
ees include one admimsnauve 
associate whose salary should 
have topped out at $62,842, 
but was being paid $115,608 
— nearly twice the city maxi- 

A confidential secretary 
was earning $83,074 — more 
than $44,000 above her 
$38,964 max. 

And six community associ- 
ates, who are allowed to earn 
$45,006 a year, were pulling 
in salaries ranging from 
$87,293 to $69,379. 

“The district attorney must 
take steps to make sure that 
people are paid within the 
ranges of their titles,” said 
Thompson spokesman Jeff 
Simmons. 


When told of the salary sit- 
uation, Hynes’s office said in 
a statement that it would un- 
dertake “a comprehensive re- 
view of the salary structure of 
this office.” 

In a subsequent interview, 
Hynes spokesman Jerry Sch- 
metterer said the office is “in 
the process of meeting the re- 
quest of the Comptroller’s of- 

Hynes was sworn in for his 


fifth term as DA Tuesday 
night. 

The audit, which covers the 
period of July 1, 2003, through 
June 30, 2005, also revealed 
that Hynes allows non-prose- 
cutors to leave early on days 
before major holidays — yet 
does not dock them for the 
hours. They were listed as 
“other excused absence” in- 
stead of as comp or vacation 


Hynes’s office again said in 
a statement that it would “re- 
view this policy” — yet did 
not back down from the DA’s 
efforts to give his employees a 
pre-holiday slide. 

“[We want to] continue to 
permit early dismissals,” the 
statement added. 

The audit also found minor 
inconsistencies in the DA’s of- 
fice purchasing of supplies, 
personnel files, internal audits, 


and proper use of purchase or- 
ders and codes. 

In one instance, Hynes’s of- 
fice spent $18,918 for “ex- 
panding envelopes” — an ex- 
pense vigorously defended by 
the office. 

“It should be noted that this 
office orders several styles of 
expanding envelopes, some of 
which are made to special or- 
der, and are, in our opinion, 
properly coded to object code 
400.”

Alas, all good things must come 
to an end. The Nets 10-game winning streak ended 
Tuesday night against the defending world champion 
Spurs. The Brooklyn-bounders’ streak lasted over three 
weeks, before losing to Tim Duncan & Co. Through it all, 
Vince Carter made a strong argument for this year’s 
MVP trophy. 

After a week off, the Nets came back to the Swamp Friday 
night and for three quarters, bashed the struggling Magic. Pro- 
duction was stepped up from the entire workforce, including an- 
other triple-double from Mr. Triple-Double, Jason Kidd. Kidd 
scored 16 points, had 11 rebounds and 13 assists. 

“I got fresh legs,” Kidd said later. “We understood what was at 
stake. We didn’t want to go out on the road, losing a game after a 
long layoff.” 

“You can’t take what Jason does for granted,” Nets coach 
Lawrence Frank added. “It’s unreal that he gets a triple-double so 
many times. You can never take great players for granted. We ap- 
preciate all the things he does for us, his leadership, showing the 
way and setting the tone. He’s just a special player.” 

As usual, the Nets were led by the Eastern Conference player 
of the month for December, Carter. Vin-sanity went off for anoth- 
er 31, which amazingly, was below his average of 33.5 points 
during the winning streak. Richard Jefferson chipped in with 15 
points, Nenad Kristie had 14, and the bench duo of Clifford 
Robinson and Jacque Vaughn both had 10 for New Jersey. The 
Magic did climb back in the fourth quarter, but the Nets squashed 
any comeback in the late stages, ending the homestand with the 
113-106 win. 

Carter returned to Toronto on Sunday afternoon, setting a dra- 
matic scene that could have been a storyline from “Dynasty”: jilt- 
ed-ex returns for vengeance, with plenty of slaps involved. The 
slaps were literal, this time. In an intense, playoff-type atmos- 
phere which included five techinals called on the Raptors, Carter 
stuck it to his former club, hitting the game- winning shot with . 1 
left. 

Toronto forward Morris Peterson and Carter got into an ex- 
change in which Carter “playfully” slapped Peterson, who, in 
turn, slapped Carter back. Official Steve Javie saw the transgres- 
sion and threw out Peterson, who had received a prior T for argu- 
ing with the refs. 

“I felt bad,” Carter said later. “It was far from what they as- 
sumed it to be.” 

Peterson had done a nice job guarding Carter, who exploded 
for a 24-point fourth quarter once Peterson was out of the game. 
But Toronto had a 98-90 lead with just two minutes remaining. 
Things looked bleak for the Nets, but Carter scored 12 consecu- 
tive points for the team. The Nets were just down by one when 
Jose Calderon was fouled and went to the line for two. Calderon 
missed the second free throw, where Carter decided the game 
was in his hands.

ner’s Atlantic Yards project. 

“I’ll start by asking for a 
half a million and hope that I 
will be joined by other dele- 
gates,” said James, following 
Tueday’s meeting. 

James said the cash is 
needed to hire professional 
environmental engineers to 
study traffic, air quality, af- 
fordability and other elements 
of life in Brooklyn that will 
be affected by the $3.5-billion 
development that Bruce Rat- 
ner wants to build on 24 acres 
primarily within James’s dis- 


Such a study would be an 
independent review of the 
Ratner-produced enviromen- 
tal impact statement, which is 
required to show how prob- 
lems created by the project 
would be mitigated. 

James said she was hopeful 
for the grant because Quinn 
stood up to Mayor Bloomberg 
last year in the fight against 
the West Side Stadium. 

Though he has no formal 
authority over council deci- 
sions, Markowitz said he sup- 
ported James’s bid for the 
study cash. 


Such a study would carry 
no special weight, according 
to the project’s lead state 
agency. 

“If they want to hire an in- 
dependent consultant to review 
the impacts of the project, we 
would receive the comments as 
we receive any other comment 
throughout the scoping peri- 
od,” said Empire State Devel- 
opment spokesperson Deborah 
Wetzel. 

The ESDC is expected to 
release a final Environmental 
Impact Statement within a 
few weeks.

Columbia to Smith streets. 
Preservationists say the small 
Carroll Gardens Historic dis- 
trict — between Smith and 
Hoyt streets and from Second 
to Union streets — is power- 
less to protect dozens of 19th- 
century Italianate rowhouses 
on the surrounding blocks. 

“No one wants to freeze 
growth, but when you are deal- 
ing with a neighborhood that is 
largely two- or three-story 
buildings, you need some kind 
of height cap to preserve in- 
tegrity,” said Simeon Bankoff, 
executive director of the His- 
toric Districts Council. 

The irony is that many peo- 
ple are lining up to support 
new development. The first 
five condos at 11 Second 
Place sold on their first day on 
the market; the last few sold 
quickly this fall. 

“It sold great, and as far as 
we can see, the demand for 
that caliber of housing is very 
real,” said real estate broker 
Lisa Marshall. “We are seeing 
a lot of interest.” 

At 151 Carroll St., scaffold- 
ing climbs 58-feet in the air as 
a developer replaces a one- 
story parking garage with a 
six-story condominium. At 
Smith and Union streets, a 
parking garage is also under- 
going conversion into condo- 



A rezoning would limit the 
supply of new housing units — 
which, if the laws of econom- 
ics aren’t overturned — would 
mean higher prices for existing 
housing. But members of the 


Neighbors call this Second 
Place building "the glass 
thumb." 

Carroll Gardens Association 
argue that new limits are the 
only way to keep the intimate 
feel of a place studded with 
steeples and green lawns. 

Downzonings have become 
a popular anti-development tool 
for residents and elected offi- 
cials in Brooklyn. Since 2002, 
the city has approved height 
limitations in Park Slope, Bay 
Ridge and a section of northern 
Sunset Park called Green-Wood 
Heights. 

And within the next few 
weeks, the city will vote on 
downzonings for Homecrest, 
Sheepshead Bay and Midwood. 

Such a plan is also in the 
works for Fort Greene, where 
a 13-story condo was built on 
a block of four-story brown- 
stones. 

“That building on Carlton 
Avenue is just one small piece

of what is happening,” said 
President of the Fort Greene 
Association Phillip Kellogg. 

“There is Downtown Brook- 
lyn on one side, Atlantic Yards, 
if that happens, the develop- 
ment around BAM. We have 
to preserve the scale of the 
neighborhood,” he explained. 

The Fort Greene Associa- 
tion expects to meet with the 
Department of City Planning 
in the next two weeks. 

Zoning experts Aaron Bras- 
hear and Mic Holwin said 
Tuesday that no “downzon- 
ing” comes without a corol- 
lary “upzoning.” 

“City Planning will never 
approve a change that doesn’t 
create some places for devel- 
opers to build,” said Holwin. 

Holwin and Brashear know 
such battles from the inside. 
They worked out the down- 
zoning of Green-Wood 
Heights that also opened up 
Fourth Avenue to high-rise 
residential development. 

Included in that rezoning 
was an incentive program that 
allowed developers to build 
higher than what was allowed 
under the code if they set 
aside a certain percentage of 
affordable units. 

“There are some folks who 
just want to preserve scale, but 
that doesn’t account for the 
need for housing,” said City 
Councilman Bill DeBlasio (D-

Readers wait for more Library hours

This is not the kind of 
survey that you want to be 
at the bottom of. 

A recent study of New 
York’s three library systems 
found that branch libraries in 
Brooklyn are open less fre- 
quently than branches in 
Queens and the New York 
Public Library system, which 
covers Manhattan, the Bronx 
and Staten Island. 

The difference was hardly 
vast — libraries in our 
beloved borough are open an 
average of 37.14 hours per 
week vs. 38.25 hours per 
week in Queens and 37.75 
hours per week in the NYPL, 
according to the Daily News 
report — but the trend is in 
the wrong direction. 

As recently as 2001, Brook- 
lyn’s branches were open an 
average of six more hours per 
week, according to Ginnie 
Cooper, executive director of 
the Brooklyn Public Library. 

Cooper told The Brooklyn 
Papers that even 43 hours per 
week is “far from ideal,” but 
it’s now become a long-term 
goal thanks to annual budget 

“None of us has enough 
money to be open the number 
of hours we want to be open,” 
Cooper said. “Our ideal of 
course is seven days a week, 
plus four evenings. That’s 
about 70 hours.” 

Instead, most branch li- 


braries are open for eight hours 
only two or three days a week. 
Tme, many libraries offer a 
few evening hours — but on 
those days, the library doesn’t 
open until 1 pm Saturday 
hours are extremely limited 
and no branch is open on Sun- 
day (for hours of your local 
branch, see http://www.brook- 
lynpubhchbrary.org/branchji- 


braries.jsp). 

Cooper claims that the vil- 
lain is the mayor, whose ad- 
ministration has cut library 
funding, although some money 
has been restored by the City 
Council in the annual dance of 
budget brinksmanship. 

“We’re down about $9 mil- 
lion from where we were in 
fiscal year 2002,” Cooper said, 


referring to her current $62- 
million budget. “The city 
economy is good again, but we 
haven’t been restored.” 

Cooper added that the 
Bloomberg Administration just 
asked all three library systems 
for a 3.3-percent cut in this fis- 
cal year — a cut that would 
provide a lower benchmark in 
the upcoming budget talks. 


Seventy percent of the li- 
brary’s budget is staff salaries, 
so any cuts directly affect the 
number of hours that branches 
can be open. Cooper said. 

Sunday hours at the Central 
Library at Grand Army Plaza 
would also be eliminated. If the 
cut becomes permanent, you 
can say goodbye to six-day-a- 
week branch hours. However 


limited they are now, they’ll 
look downright lavish if four- or 
five-day-per-week service be- 
comes the norm, Cooper said. 

“The mayor has been sup- 
portive in many ways, but the 
budget is a game,” Cooper 

“We’ll see it as a victory if 
we can just stay even. But 
that’s no victory.” — Kuntzman

Just days before disgraced 
former Assemblymember 
Clarence Norman was sen- 
tenced to two-to-six years in 
jail, Councilmember Yvette 
Clarke (D-Crown Heights) 
hired his former chief of staff 
to oversee her district office.

I’ve had a relationship 
with her apart from my rela- 
tionship — or lack thereof — 
with Clarence Norman.” 

Clarke admitted that her 
“lack thereof’ of a relation- 
ship with Norman did not 
prevent her from appearing at 
a “Going Away” party for the 
former Assemblymember on 
Monday.

Redford unveils plans to set up Sundance outpost in Ft. Greene

G iddy with excitement, Brooklyn’s 
VIPs welcomed Robert Redford to 
Fort Greene on Thursday. The actor- 
director made the trek to the Brooklyn 
Academy of Music — with a considerable 
entourage — to announce his Sundance 
Film Institute’s planned collaboration with 
BAM, “Creative Latitude,” which will kick 
off in May. 

As first reported by GO Brooklyn in Oc- 
tober, the collaboration is key element of 
the Sundance Institute’s 25th anniversary 
celebration, according to Golden Globe- 
winning actress Glenn Close, a member of 
the Institute’s board of trustees. 

“Creative Latitude: Sundance Institute at 
BAM” will bring some of the artistic devel- 
opment programs of the Sundance Institute 
and a selection of films from the 2006 Sun- 
dance Film Festival in Park City, Utah to 
BAM, May 11-20. The title of the collabo- 
ration is, in part, a reference to each organi- 
zations’ support of “fresh creative visions” 
and because Park City and Brooklyn share 
the 40.6-degree latitude, explained BAM 
President Karen Brooks Hopkins. 

Details about the planned activities were 
scant, and while Redford told GO Brooklyn 
that there would be opportunities for Brook- 
lyn filmmakers to be involved, he declined 
to specify how or in what way. 

“This is just the beginning,” he ex- 
plained. 

Also, the slate of films that will be shown 
at BAM as part of “Creative Latitude” — 
“the meat of the programming” — will not 
be announced until the conclusion of this 
year’s Sundance festival, according to BAM 
Executive Producer Joe Melillo. 

Many of the thousands of submissions to 
the Sundance festival are from Brooklyn, 
said Sundance Institute Executive Director 
Ken Brecher, so it’s possible that some of 
the movies that will be screened in “Cre- 
ative Latitude” will be by local filmmakers. 

“I don’t think there would have been a 
Sundance last year if it wasn’t for Brook- 
lyn,” said Brecher, who acknowledged the 
success of Noah Baumbach’s Park Slope 
film, “The Squid and the Whale.” “It’s ab- 
solutely true that this is the artistic center of 
our country.” 

“I think [‘Creative Latitude’] is a great 
idea,” Park Slope actor-director Steve 
Buscemi told GO Brooklyn. “The more in- 
dependent film we can bring to Brooklyn, 
the better for Brooklyn.” 

The director of “Trees Lounge” recalled

that the day he spent watching French 
screen siren Isabelle Huppert star in the play 
“Psychose 4:48” at BAM’s Harvey Theater 
and introduce the film “Wanda” at BAM- 
cinematek was a “perfect weekend.” 

“That’s what living in the city is all 
about,” said Buscemi, who took a moment 
to talk with Redford at the event, igniting a 
firestorm of flashbulbs from the assembled 
news photographers. 

Among the supporters who have helped 
to make this new initiative possible, accord- 
ing to Hopkins, is philanthropist Diana Bar- 
rett and her husband, the home improve- 
ment guru. Bob Vila, who were both in 
attendance on Thursday. 

Brooklyn Borough President Marty 
Markowitz welcomed Redford with open 
arms, assuring the matinee idol that the fes- 
tival will help solidify the burgeoning 
Brooklyn film scene’s reputation as “Holly- 
wood East.” 

“I assure you that your work in Africa, 
and in Park City, and the Wild West, Bo-

livia, Montana, La La land and beyond has 
been a warm-up, a dress rehearsal for your 
moment on the real big stage of Brooklyn, 
USA,” said Markowitz. 

The borough president 
also announced to the 
crowd that he hoped a film 
about Brooklyn Dodger 
Jackie Robinson, which 
Redford is producing, will 
have its premiere in this 
borough. 

“I think that would be 
fabulous,” Redford told GO 
Brooklyn, although he 
pointed out that the script of 
the film, which will feature 
him in the role of Dodgers 
General Manager Branch 
Rickey, has only recently 
been finalized. 

“If you really 
help us, bring back Ebbets 
Field,” Redford told Marko- 

Redford said that the 
Brooklyn Dodgers was just 
one aspect of the “mytholo- 
gy of Brooklyn” that influenced him as a 
kid, so it came to mind when it was time 
for Sundance to set up an outpost on the 


East Coast. 

“We’re a farm club for the majors and we 
were doing the development and we needed 
to ship the talent some 
place,” explained Redford. 
“And New York proper is 
pretty well loaded up with 
stuff. Brooklyn has an edgier 
image, it seemed right for us. 
It seems like a great place to 
go, if we could make that 

After talking with Sun- 
dance Institute Trustee and 
BAM patron Jeanne Dono- 
van Fisher and BAM trustee 
Jonathan Rose — for whom 
the BAM Rose Cinemas are 
named — Redford said he 
was hooked. 

“What really struck me as 
we were pursuing this is how 
much commonality there was 
in terms of tradition, sensibil- 
ities, commitment to new 
artists and therefore new 
work, and also trying to build 
new audiences to be witness- 
es to the new work,” recalled the Sundance 
kid. “This seemed like a wonderful place 
where we could work together.”

‘Bang* up job 

Expect the unexpected when the unconventional 
Foundry Theatre brings “Major Bang, or: How I 
Learned to Stop Worrying and Love the Dirty 
Bomb” to DUMBO’s St. Ann’s Warehouse, begin- 
ning Jan. 18. 

This theatrical experience, billed as a “suspense 
comedy with magic,” is inspired in part by Stanley 
Kubrick’s 1964 classic film, “Dr. Strangelove or: How 
I Learned to Stop Worry- 
ing and Love the Bomb.” 
Written by Kirk 
Lynn (author of the 
Foundry’s 2001 adapta- 
tion of Greil Marcus’s 
book, “Lipstick Traces: 
A Secret History of the 
Twentieth Century”), 
“Major Bang” is named 
for one of the charac- 
ters, a deranged scout- 
master. 

The piece kicks off 
with a backpack left on 
the subway. As it unfolds, it incorporates references 
to pop culture (from Lenny Bruce to scenes from 
the Whitney Houston vehicle, “The Bodyguard”!) 
as well as the war on terror. 

The eclectic list of credits among the cast and di- 
rector of “Major Bang” hint that this production has 
the potential to ignite audiences’ imaginations. Paul 
Lazar directs Maggie Hoffman (of Williamsburg- 
based theater company Radiohole) and actor-magi- 
cian Steve Cuiffo (pictured). 

Lazar, who is the co-artistic director of Manhat- 
tan’s Big Dance Theater, is familiar to movie fans 
who know him for his work in several Jonathan 
Demme films, as well as “Mickey Blue Eyes.” 

Only time will tell if Lazar’s show is as com- 
bustible as its title.

Preaching 
to the choir 

Windsor Terrace newcomer 
offers spectacular view of 
church at sunset , Italian menu

for T he Brooklyn Papers . 

A h, Windsor Terrace. So near Pros- 
pect Park. Friendly neighbors. De- 
cent schools. But the dining options 
are — let me be generous — only so-so. 

Sure, there’s a diner that, after a rocky 
start, is beginning to serve decent fare. 
There’s a hotdog place with good franks, 
a bar that serves tasty burgers, and a cou- 
ple of long-standing Italian restaurants 
that are not exactly destination stops. 

Sensing the 
need for an Italian 
ristorante that of- 
fers locals an up- 
scale, yet reason- 
ably priced, meal 
in an attractive set- 
ting, Nat Natale 
opened Da Vin- 
cenzo in August. 

Natale’s wife, 

Luisa, designed 
the lovely square room, coloring its walls 
in Tuscan inspired tones, adding a wood- 
en bar and chairs and lighting the room 
with amber-colored glass chandeliers. 

If you dine early in the evening, you’ll 
be treated to a view of the church across 
the street, aglow with golden light as the 
sun sets. It’s a gorgeous few moments 
that you won’t find in any other location 
— except Florence, perhaps? 

In the summer, Natale, who named 
the eatery in honor of his father, Vincen- 
zo, folds back the wall of glass doors that 
face Prospect Park West, extending the 
dining area to the sidewalk and allowing 


breezes to rustle the tables’ linen clothes. 

Like the setting, chef Thomas Musar- 
ra’s menu offers carefully cooked, famil- 
iar Italian dishes with a few novel touch- 
es that elevate a meal. 

While the owners and the kitchen are 
well intentioned, there are a few goofs. 
For example, Natale owns the Regina 
Bakery — right around the comer from 
his eatery — that bakes good country Ital- 
ian and other breads, but he offers only 
mediocre, spongy Italian loaves to his 
restaurant’s patrons. With all the great 
Sullivan Street 
Bakery bread and 
house-baked fo- 
caccia served all 
over the borough, 
these slices are a 
letdown. So is the 
bruschetta, a gift to 
diners. Although 
the ripe tomatoes 

nice, garlicky top- 
ping, the slices of toast beneath them are 

Leave the little pile of mixed lettuces 
in a too-sweet dressing on the plate and 
dive into the two crisp, delicate lobster 
and shrimp cakes. They’re lightly 
breaded, full of sweet shellfish chunks 
and fragrant with fresh parsley. The 
cakes are great as is, but they are even 
better with a dab of the red pepper aioli 
served on the side. 

Compared to the seafood appetizer, the 
eggplant rollatini (thin slices of the veg- 
etable filled with ricotta and mozzarella) 
— while competently prepared and driz-

zled with just enough fresh tasting tomato 
sauce — was just okay. 

At Da Vincenzo, there are 13 pasta 
dishes that range from classic “spaghetti 
alia marinara” and “penne alia vodka,” to 
a cardiologist’s nightmare: potato gnocchi 
in a gorgonzola, Parmesan, brie and fonti- 

I was pleased with the linguine in 
clam sauce. In this dish, perfectly tender 
clams in the shell circled a generous por- 
tion of linguine in a rich shellfish broth, 
liberally laced with garlic. 

The tender veal “saltimbocca” was 
just as appealing as the pasta. Slices of 
the delicate meat are rolled around pro- 
sciutto and heavily scented with fresh 
sage. The meat is topped with a generous 
pile of woodsy, chewy slices of shiitake 
mushrooms in a rich veal reduction fla- 
vored with Barolo red wine. Nutty, roast- 
ed asparagus complements the entree. 

I’d like to rave about the tiny, perfect- 
ly cooked lamb chops, too, but the chef 
included something in the dish that 
makes me crazy: strawberries. I’m fine 
with just about any meat and fruit pair- 
ing, but couple the delicate sweet straw- 
berry with anything savory and it turns 
into an abusive little bully, overpowering 
even an assertively flavored partner. The 


chef employs blackberries too, and 
they’re fine — any tart berry will work 
— but save the strawberries for a de- 
serving scoop of gelato. 

You’ll find the Italian ice cream on 
the dessert roundup, along with other 
tried-and-true finales like tiramisu, 
cheesecake and sorbet. 

I’d skip all of them for Musarra’s “ba- 
nana turtle cake.” It’s a lofty affair of 
whipped cream, crunchy walnuts and 
caramel between chewy, brownie-like 
layers, that takes its inspiration from the 
chocolate ‘Turtle” candies (nuts and 
caramel covered in milk chocolate). Da 
Vincenzo’s version is just as gooey and 
satisfying; the huge slice looks like some- 
thing you’d find on a Bennigan’s menu. 
The chocolate isn’t too sweet, and the 
whipped cream has only a touch of sugar, 
so it’s a pleasure savored by adult palates. 

If you’re not tired of warm chocolate 
cakes with runny centers, then the bitter- 
sweet, crusty version served here won’t 
disappoint. 

Take a pass on the apple tart, though. 
It’s about as mundane as this pastry gets. 

Hopefully, more ambitious restaura- 
teurs will follow Natale’s lead and open 
eateries on Prospect Park West, too. The 
locals are waiting. 



Back to the Futura 


Futura Bistro Modem may not be lo- 
cated on the prettiest stretch of Park 
Slope’s Ninth Street, but don’t let the 
landscape scare you away. Inside, the 
restaurant is brick- walled and cozy with 
just enough 21st-century touches — 
like a long, moodily lit bar lined with 
red, tulip-shaped bar stools (pictured) 
and oversized chandeliers — to warrant 
its name. 

For summer dining, tables are set up 
curbside for a quick snack, and there’s 
a two-level outdoor terrace out back. 

Futura Bistro owner Giovanni 
Iovine, who is Italian, also owns Borgo 
Antico in Greenwich Village. He 
opened Futura Bistro in September, 
with his partner in this venture, Davor 
Petrovic, and his wife, chef Lisa Lo 
Bue, an American of Argentinean de- 
cent who oversees the kitchen. 

Like the couple, their menu hits 


global hotspots from South America to 
Mexico with stops along the Mediter- 
ranean. So flaky empanadas, fried cala- 
mari and cured sardines with a spicy 
herbed oil can be enjoyed as an appe- 
tizer. Entrees include rigatoni with 
lamb ragu; whole striped bass served 
with escarole, peanuts and black olives; 
and the “pamilada Argentina” that is 
truly a carnivore’s pom: short ribs, skirt 
steak, sweetbreads, pork sausage and 
blood sausage served with a spicy herb 
sauce, “chimichurri.”

Bill’s good point 


F RESH FROM THE in- 
dignity of being thrashed 
for City Council Speaker, 
Councilman Bill DeBlasio (D- 
Park Slope) came back to the 
neighborhood and reminded us 
why he deserved the top job in 
the first place. 

At a meeting this week of the 
Carroll Gardens Neighborhood 
Association, DeBlasio was the 
lone speaker to prescribe a dose 
of reality to those calling for a 
neighborhood-wide downzon- 
ing. 

Yes, it’s true that developers 


are in a land-rush frenzy 
throughout Brownstone Brook- 
lyn, competing to convert two- 
and three-story houses, one- 
story garages and even a few 
vacant lots into buildings as tall 
as the current law will allow — 
and most of the time, the new 
buildings are dramatically out 
of scale with the surrounding 
neighborhood. 

Residents, predictably, have 
asked for protection from these 
behemoths. And in many neigh- 
borhoods, downzoning laws 
have been passed by the council 


(although balanced with upzon- 
ing elsewhere, typically outside 
the well-organized, wealthy 
neighborhood — but that’s a 
topic for a future editorial). 

DeBlasio was quick to point 
out that the reason developers 
build large is because so many 
people want to move into desir- 
able neighborhoods like Carroll 
Gardens and Park Slope. 

That’s exactly what makes 
such neighborhoods vibrant and 
exciting. 

But if new apartment units 
don’t get added into the mix, 


the result is ever-increasing 
housing costs, as newcomers 
compete for a limited pool of 
apartments or homes. 

No one wants to see “Fed- 
ders houses” sitting cheek-by- 
jowl with 19th-century row- 
houses in Carroll Gardens. 

But neither should anyone 
want to see a neighborhood 
whose housing costs become so 
high that no one except the 
super-rich can live there. 

We already have such a place 
in New York. It’s called Man- 
hattan.

Waterfront development a ‘park’ in name only 


1 RECENTLY HEARD that the 
plan for the “Brooklyn Bridge 
Park” has changed. It has not 
become a new plan, but merely an 
old plan with a few new additions 
that are just more window dressing. 

Nothing that was objected to has 
been removed; things that some of 
us feel unnecessary — wave atten- 
uators, artificial hills built of ques- 
tionable fill, the connection to the 
useless Squibb Park — are still there. 

The big “concession” — lowering 
the height of a proposed 30-plus- 
story building — is a farce because 
the structure next to it will grow 
taller. 

This plan is still just a housing 
project and is unacceptable on that 
basis. It is also situated in a flood- 
plain. According to the latest deter- 
minations by the Army Corps of En- 
gineers, this is not a good idea. The 
Corps is actively encouraging resi- 


dents in floodplains along the Mis- 
sissippi River and as close as Wayne, 
N J., to take the Corps’ offer of buy- 
out and move! Here, high-price 
clients are being sought. Is it as- 
sumed that they are rich and stupid? 

Taking the housing elements one 

1. John Street. This building 
was at one point removed from the 
plan, but it is back again. From this, 
one can infer a number of scenar- 
ios; the ground was tested and, al- 
though it is “brownfield,” the plan- 
ners assume that they can dig 
without objection from city or state 
environmental watchdogs. Was this 
tested and what exactly was found 
or not found? 

2. The building at Fulton Fer- 
ry. It’s called a hotel, but it very 
likely will never be a hotel. It is in a 
spot that is difficult to access by car 
either from the Brooklyn Bridge or 


from the Brooklyn-Queens Ex- 
pressway. The exit is now perma- 
nently congested and as DUMBO 
continues to build, highway off- 
ramp crowding will only increase. 
Water taxis are not a functional op- 
tion; they work infrequently and not 
at all in cold weather. As housing, 
this building is not accessible from 
the only nearby neighborhood — 
DUMBO. The series of brutal street 
crossings and highway approaches 
are difficult and intimidating to ne- 
gotiate and therefore isolating. 

3. The building now housing 
the Conservancy. This will be- 
come housing after the addition of 
one story. This is an interesting 
move, since it creates a precedent 
that makes it possible to add to ex- 
isting structures whenever and for 
whatever reason the designers feel 
is necessary. If the BBP needs of- 
fice space from which to ran this 


housing complex, will it build yet 
another building and take up more 
of the rapidly shrinking park? What 
happens when they run out of mon- 
ey? Will there be more building? 
What means is there to stop this? 

4. The buildings between Jo- 
ralemon and Atlantic on the west- 
ern side of Furman. These are total- 
ly isolated from any neighborhood 
and therefore will be unsuccessful 
as desirable housing. 

D esirable housing 

depends on several factors. 
Since DUMBO is success- 
ful, we should look at it as a model 
It has liabilities — it is far from 
transportation, and noisy. 

It has assets, which include stun- 
ning views, an interesting mix of ar- 
chitecture, and a lively neighborhood. 

Initial residents - the pioneers — 
made it lively, which led to wealthier 
people wanting to move there. 


The Levine building and its two 
clones are isolated from both trans- 
portation and any neighborhood 
“scene.” The planners expect that lo- 
cation alone will attract big spenders 
in what seems to be a softening hous- 
ing market. 

If location were everything, then 
Roosevelt Island should also be ex- 
amined. There, many middle-in- 
come housing units were built and 
quickly bought up because they 
were affordable. So far, this is 
where DUMBO was 20 years ago. 

Roosevelt Island has a fabulous 
asset — the views. But it lacks res- 
taurants, coffee shops, bars, book- 
stores, art galleries, cinemas, phar- 
macies, cleaners, or grocers. It is 
not a neighborhood; it is just a place 
to live. As such, it is definitely not a 
high-end (or fashionable) area as 
DUMBO has become. 

The Levine building and its two 


calves are not themselves a viable 
“insta-neighborhood.” To be inhab- 
ited by the sort of people the plan- 
ners hope to attract — people who 
can afford to make choices in where 
to live — there will need to be 
more than a few small shops for ne- 
cessities. People who can afford 
millions for the view, would expect 
a lively street scene before they put 
money into housing. It is not there. 

This latest tweak of the 2004 plan 
is still all about housing without ade- 
quate parking for the potential resi- 
dents. It is still unacceptable as a plan 
for a real park because, simply, real 
parks do not contain housing! 

Apparently, a housing project 
however may call itself anything it 
chooses. 

This housing plan is not to the ad- 
vantage of anyone in Brooklyn 
Heights or the surrounding neigh- 
borhoods. Once the housing is built. 


and if there is any money left, some 
recreational features “might be” 
added. The tiny open space is of no 
use at all to anyone coming from 
anywhere other than surrounding 
buildings. 

Proponents imply that we could 
end up with much worse on the wa- 
terfront should this plan be rejected. 
But that is an empty threat. What 
big-box store is clamoring to be 
there? That kind of enterprise needs 
easy highway access. The BQE is at 
capacity now and the bridges are al- 
ways jammed. A would-be shopper 
could be in Hicksville before he 
could crawl off — or back onto — 
the highway. 

A real park would be a beautiful 
thing to look at or use; a concentra- 
tion of housing in an unsuitable 
area is an abomination.
